In that 
issue we reviewed the wrestlers’ 
performances during the year’s first 
six months. Several readers had 
opinions on our grades. 

“Giving Marty Jannetty an A just 
because he had one good night and 
Hulk Hogan a B because he got 
lucky in an unsanctioned WWF 

World title match, then basically 
disappeared from wrestling, is 
ridiculous,” wrote Rod Andrews of 
Hershey, Pennsylvania. “Those 
grades will come down by the end of 
the year.’ 

“Bob Backlund deserved more 
credit than he got in the midyear 
report,” wrote Aimee Olson of 
Tampa, Florida. “I realize he didn’t 
win a lot of matches, but he did 
come back after five years off. He 
deserved better than an F.” 

One reader thought the WWF 
deserved its share of credit just for 
giving fans an action-packed six 
months. 

“Just look at the great pictures in 
that issue of PWI and you see how 
exciting the WWF is,” wrote Nick 
Bruno of Pontiac, Michigan. 
“People don’t like Vince McMahon, 
but credit him for signing a lot of 
talented wrestlers.”

Ventura is a relative new- 
comer and his inexperience showed 
when he made a full running charge

“Jumpin’” Jim Leyland vs. 
Kevin Gross (special handicap 
match): Leyland, considered one of 
the finest managers in the sport, 
may be in over his head against 
Gross, who stands 6'4" and enjoys a 
considerable weight advantage. 
Leyland has the edge in experience, 
having defeated the powerful Barry 
Bonds in a 1992 showdown. Gross 
is not above using foreign objects 
such as sandpaper. He needs to 
score two pins in the 20-minute 
time limit, while Leyland needs just 
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at the legend. Ryan, who receives 
favoritism from arbiters that would 
make the “Hulkster” proud, also got 
help in the form of outside interfer- 
ence from his stablemates. Win or 
lose, this will probably be Ryan’s 
last bout. Look for him to go out a 
winner. Prediction: Ryan. 
“Stormin’” Norman Charlton 
vs. Mark Williamson (American 
League title match): Charlton was 
stripped of the National League title 
he won with a clean pin of “Iron” 
Mike Scioscia in 1990 when he fled 
the federation for the Pacific 
Northwest region. He reaffirmed 
his dominance in May when he 


won a bloody 22-minute title match 
in Baltimore. Williamson is a brave 
soul, but he is overmatched. 
Prediction: Charlton. 

“Flyin’” Brian McRae vs. The 
Texas Rangers (special handicap 
match): What McRae lacks in size 
he makes up for in rage, a trait he 
inherited from father Hal. The elder 
McRae was one of the toughest 
hombres around, a true master of 
the crippling rolling blocks. Earlier 
this year, he bloodied an over- 
matched foe (a la George Steele) 
who questioned his strategy. You 
have to admire “Flyin’” Brian’s 
spirit, but the powerful pythons of 
Juan Gonzalez, Rafael Palmeiro, 
and Dean “The Dream” Palmer 
may be too much for him to handle. 
“Horrible” Jose Canseco will miss 
this one with an arm injury but will 
be on hand to provide analysis and, 
with any luck, one of his classic in- 
terviews. Prediction: The Texas 
Rangers. 

Keith “The Sheepherder” 
Shepherd ys. “Delicious” Darryl 
Strawberry (special “I Quit” 
match). Strawberry was a main- 
event performer two years ago; a 
back injury similar to the one suf- 
fered by Curt Hennig forced him 
into semi-retirement. The former 
champion has never shied away 
from the spotlight and is back in it 
again. Shepherd, a former boxer a 
la Johnny B. Badd, is looking to 
move into title contention with a 
victory over a big name. He chal- 
lenged Strawberry earlier this year, 
and was surprised when the 6'6" 
“Tower of Power” didn’t dodge 
him. Look for Shepherd to use sub- 
mission holds on Strawberry’s 
back, while Strawberry will proba- 
bly attack Shepherd’s weakness— 
his right arm. Prediction: Straw- 
berry. O

It came to a close for Colon with an August series 
of bouts against his most-hated rival, Abdullah the 
Butcher. Just by looking at photos of matches 
between them, it's easy to see how brutal and vio- 
lent their encounters have been. Now its all over for 
Colon. The photos will have to suffice. 

Though it may seem as if Colon has spent his 
entire career in Puerto Rico, a glance at his biogra- 
phy proves otherwise. He moved to New York from 
the island at an early age and trained in a club run 
by Antonino Rocca. For the first 10 years of his 
career he competed primarily in North America, win- 
ning titles in Canada, Georgia, and in the 
Southwest. Then he made Puerto Rico his home ter- 
ritory. And now it is to Puerto Rico that he belongs. 

“| have always felt a special bond with the people 
here,” Colon reflected. “For someone who doesn’t 
live here, it's hard for me to describe. When | get in 
the ring and hear all those fans Calling my name, |

Colon laughs when someone refers to what may 
be called his trademark: the deep grooves cut into 
his forehead, a lattice pattern of pain. 

“Battle scars,” he said. “They're not too pretty, but 
they are reminders of what it is like to be in the ring 
against some of the toughest men in the world. 
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Sometimes, they don’t even try to win. All they want 
is blood.” 

Opponents like Abdullah may not have tried to 
win, but Colon certainly did. He captured the WWC 
Universal title so often that even the most attentive 
recordkeepers have lost track. 

“| stopped counting a long time ago myself,” Colon 
admitted. “The number of titles isn’t important. What 
is important is the winning. Every time | won the 

. ) Universal belt, | felt equally satisfied. | 

| beat many great wrestlers for it, including 
| Ric Flair. Many people forget that.” 
Flair did indeed once count the 
| Universal title among his trophies. One of 
| Colon’s fondest memories is the night he

San Juan’s Hiram Bithorn Stadium.

At the time, Flair contended that Colon was not 
being given enough credit by most fans and mem- 
bers of the media. 

“He'd be a lot more popular if he wrestled in the 
States full-time,” Flair said. “I'd advise him to travel 
outside Puerto Rico more, to get his name out there. 
He rates right up there with the best in the world.”

Popular or hated: Make up your mind! We receive a 
lot of mail about our Most Popular and Most Hated rat- 
ings. As we explain in our ratings section, we base these 
rankings mainly on the heavy volume of mail we receive 
at our offices. Usually such rankings aren’t that difficult 
to compile; wrestlers like Hulk Hogan and Sting will 
seemingly always have a special place in fans’ hearts. 
Rulebreakers such as Rick Rude and Yokozuna will 
always hear the jeers. 

But occasionally a wrestler or two will have a sudden 
change in attitude that 
forces us to make 
judgments. 

Lex Luger, for 
instance, was a de- 
spised rulebreaker in 
9 the WWE until July 4 
] of this year. That’s 
} when he felt the fires 
9} of patriotism burning 
R within him and bodys- 

lammed the hated 

Yokozuna aboard the 
U.S.S. Intrepid. In doing so he won much of America’s 
heart. 

Or take the case of Smoky Mountain’s Brian Lee. He 
was among that federation’s most popular stars until he 
suddenly sneak-attacked the equally popular Tracey 
Smothers. Now most SMW fans can’t stand the ornery 
“Prime Time.” 

Because our magazines operate under strict deadlines, 
we had to judge Luger’s newfound popularity and fan 
contempt for Lee essentially on reaction they got in are- 
nas immediately after their “changes of heart.” You sim- 
ply couldn’t get your letters here fast enough! 

Many readers have written with other opinions about 
our Most Popular and Most Hated categories. 

Struan Mackenzie of Edinburgh, Scotland, thinks these 
rankings could be compiled better. One can qualify, seem- 
ingly, for the most popular category only if he is a fan 
favorite. But Sid Vicious and Big Van Vader are two of 
the most popular wrestlers on the circuit today.

CACTUS JACK DOESN'T fully recall the events of April 21, 1993. Perhaps it’s 
better he forget what happened on that horrible night in Atlanta, when Big Van 
Vader power-bombed him on the cement floor of the Center Stage Theater. 

No matter how many times it is replayed on TV, the terrifying sight of Jack’s skull 
and shoulders bouncing off the cement never fails to have a chilling effect. It is like 
watching the shower scene from Psycho. 

Jack suffered a severe concussion and periodic spells of amnesia and was hospi- 
talized for several weeks. Doctors say he is lucky to be alive; one inch either way 
and he might have been paralyzed ... or worse. 

A lesser man would have quit wrestling. A saner man would have stayed at least 
100 miles away from Vader and manager Harley Race. But nobody ever accused 
Cactus Jack of thinking rationally. As soon as doctors gave him the go-ahead, 
Cactus began training for his comeback. 

He has always been a wrestler who is at his best when the rules are thrown aside. 
He specializes in falls-count-anywhere matches. Cactus already had reason for 
revenge when Vader, Paul Orndorff, Barry Windham, and Harley Race attacked 
him in January. The Center Stage incident only intensified his desire. Cactus has the 
fans’ support, and he plans on using his momentum to do unto Vader what Vader 
did unto him. 

At press time, Cactus Jack was preparing to wrestle Vader in a “Spin The Wheel, 
Make The Deal” match at Halloween Havoc ’93 on October 24 at the Lakefront 
Arena in New Orleans. PWI sent Senior Writers Dave Rosenbaum and Chris 
Bernucca, and Senior Editor Bill Apter to speak with the unpredictable Jack about 
his unlikely comeback. 


BILL APTER: Cactus. |’ve known 
you a long time ... 

CACTUS JACK: So we’re bud- 
dies? 

APTER: Right, | knew you when 
you wrestled for peanuts in high 
school gyms. 

CACTUS JACK: I'd still do it if | 
had to. 

APTER: | know you would. The 
thing is, you’re a long way from 
high school gyms. This is the big 
time and Vader has his mind on 
destroying you. 

CACTUS JACK: Where’s Vader? 
APTER: | don’t know, but he’s 
coming after you. 

CACTUS JACK: No way. I’m 
coming after him. 

DAVE ROSENBAUM: That's a 
good attitude, but he’s perfectly 
healthy and you’re not. 
CACTUS JACK: He won’t be 
feelin’ real great for long, and 
I’m good as new. 

CHRIS BERNUCCA: But your 
doctors say a similar injury to a 
similar spot, like the time Vader 
power-bombed you, could cause 
permanent injury. 

CACTUS JACK: So what? 
BERNUCCA: What do you mean, 
so what? We’re talking about per- 
manent injury. 

CACTUS JACK: A ship in its har- 
bor is safe. But ships were not 
meant to stay in their harbors. 
ROSENBAUM: | don’t believe 
this. Cactus Jack is quoting bad 
pop poster poetry. 

CACTUS JACK: | got a lot of fan 
mail in the hospital. 
BERNUCCA: I’m sure. But did 
you have to memorize it? 
CACTUS JACK: It kept my mind 
off killing Vader and Race. 
ROSENBAUM: Here we go. 
That’s the Cactus Jack we know 
and love, but don’t entirely trust. 
C’mon, Cactus, tell us how much 
you want to get them. 

CACTUS JACK: They’re dead. 


I’m going to tear Race’s head 
from his body and I’m going to 
twist Vader’s legs into a million 
shapes. Anybody who watches 
Halloween Havoc better not be 
easily spooked.
